THE ELIOTEIO LIGHT. 


A meeting of the New York AcaJemy of 


Sciences was held Monday night in the 
building of the New 5Tork Academy of 
Medicine, No. 12 West Thirty-first street. 
Professor Uenry Wuitz gave a description 
of a new mineral from the Islet Mine, Thun- 
der Bay, Lake Superior district. To this 
mineral the name Iluntitite had been given 
after Professor Hunter, of Boston. 
It was 


;aken out Bi'5 feel below lue surface of 
Lake Superior and was composed of silver, 
arsenic, antimony, cob.ilt, nickel, iron, zinc, 
mercury and sulphur.

e°sor Charles A. Seeley ou the " Electric 
Light." He said the electric light is sup- 
wsed by many to be among the moat recent 
of electric inventions. To such a brief' hist- 
ory will be of interest.

3avy eaily in this century exhibited the 
electric arc, and since that time it has been 
'auiillar to tho professors of chemistry and 
heir students In all the large colleges. Bui 
t was regarded only !is a curious fact or a 
brilliant illustration of science. At first its 
great cnst and the annoyance iu its uiariage- 
nent diil not give a resting place for a sug- 
estion that it would ever become a useful 
igbt. I'robably also Davy was the Brst to 
xhibit an electric light by the incandes- 
ence of platinum and carbon. 
In tbe year 


840 scientific men beijan to have greatly 
mproved generators of the electric force, so 
hat electricity came to be cheaper and more 
manageable. In ]804 tlie first patent was 
?sued, and that to an American. Fiom 
hat year there has been a stream of patents 
onstantly inci easing in volume. Tbeelec- 
rical generators have been steadily im- 
roved and the conditions of producing the 
ight me better understood. Electiicity is 
ow cheap, and [lie me of it is understood. 
'o-day the solid and pciinaneut success of 
ic electric light is achieved and guaranteed. 
Ixpeiience in Us constant practical use as a 
jht-housa beacon ex! ends back fifteen 
ears. It is used and approved for the 
;btmg of streets, theatres, work-shops and 
uines. Professor Sedev said he considered 
. established also that all the desirable qual- 
ies and properties of gas-light are found in 
lie electi iu, and that t'ie latter has dusira- 
le qualities in addition. The relative cost 
('equal quantities of gas-li«ht and electric 
ght will generally determine which shall 
e used, but there will be many cases in 
•liich I he advantages of the electi ic light 
nil be so conspicuous that gas-liylit will not 
e thought of. The machines of to-day can 
reduce the.haht of 1,SOO caudles from one 
imp. Professor Sei-lny declared that in the 
ear future the electric light will not only 
ike the place of gas, hut for many purposes 
ill bo found to be heller and cheaper.

How BIRDS FLY.—You will find, If you 


carefully examine a bird's wing, that all the 
tones and muscles aie placed along tho 
front edge, which is thus mado very stiff 
and strong. The quill feathers are fastened 
in such a way that they point backwa.rd, so 
that the hind edge of the win; is not stiff 
like the front edge, but is flexible and bends 
at the least toucli. As'the air is not a solid 
hut a-gas, it has a tendency to slide out 
from under the wing when this is driveu 
downward, and, of course, it will do this at- 
the point where it can escape most easily. 
Since the front edj?e of the wing is stiff and 
strong, it retains its hollow shape, and pre- 
vents t lie air from sliding out in this direc- 
tion, but the pressure of tlie air is enough 
to bend up the thin, flexible ends of the 
feathers at the hinder border of the wing, so 
the air makes its escape there, and slides out 
backward and upward. The weight of the 
bird la nil the time pulling it down toward 
the earth ; so, at the same time that the air 
slides out upward and backward past tho 
bent edge of the wing, the wing itself, and 
with it the bird, slides forward and down- 
ward offfrom the confined air. It is really 
its weight which causes it to do this, so that 
the statement that a bird flies by its own 
weight is strictly true. This is true, also, of 
insects and hats, 'lliey all have wings with 
stiff front edges, and flexible bind edges 
which bend and allow the air to pass out, so 
that flying is nothing but sliding down a 
hill made of air. A bird rises by flapping 
its wings, and it flies by falling back toward 
the earth and sliding forward at the same 
time. At the end of each stroke of its 
wings it has raised itself enough to make 
up for the distance it has fallen since the 
last stroke, and accordingly it stays at the 
same height and moves forward in a seem- 
ingly straight line. But if yon waich the 
flight of those birds which flap their wings 
slowly, such as the woodpecker, you can see 
them rise and full, and will have no trouble 
iu seeing that their path is not really a 
straight line, but is made up of curves ; al- 
though most birds flap their wings so rap- 
idly that they have no time fofall thiougha 
space gieat enough to be seen. 
Uirds also 


make lisa of the wind to aid them in (light 
and by holding their wings inclined like a 
kite, so that the wind shall side out under 
them, they can sail great distances without 
flapping their wings at all. They are sup-

Some birds are very skillful at this khid of 
sailing, and can even remain stationery in 
the air for some minutes when there is a 
strong wind; and they do ihis without-flap- 
ping their wings at all. It is a difficult thing 
to do, and no birds except the most skillful 
Byeis can manage it. Ssme Irawks can do 
it, and gulls and terns may often be seen 
practicing it when a-gaie of wind is blow- 
in;;, and they seem lo take peat delight in 
their p<.wer of flight.—St. Nicholas.

women, than the sayings and doinga of the 
base and vulgar. It will delight to chroui 
cle any invention that lends lo lessen toi 
or make labor more effective. It will hasle- 
to give to its readers " the Inspiration of 1 
great thought," to cheer tbem on the on- 
ward and upward way. It will give all the 
news in a condensed form, but it will dis- 
criminate in favor of the permanent in.

1'orTSViu.i;, December IS.—At twenty 


even minutes past ten this morning Julm 
iolioo, tho famous " King of the Mollie Ma- 
uiics," was swung iulo eternily, and the

ver. The execution was conducted in the 
rard of the prison, ID. the presence of about 
50 people, while perhaps twice as many 
moie—most of them, by their appearance, 
nltiers and colliery laborers—stood in the 
trecl ouleidc, and gaxod in blank curiosity 
at tiic walls.
